Former Emplayes of the Trust 
Will Tell of Private Busi- 
ness Deals. 





Traffic officials of St. Louis railroads 
and officials and employes of the Standa- 
ard Oil and of the Waters-Pierce Oil 
Co. have been subpenaed to testify be- 
fere the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion in Chicago 3May 10 regarding the 
special rates and rebates enjoyed by the 
Standard Oil and its subsidiary com- 
panies throughout the West and South- 
west. 

Following are the points which the 
Federal attorneys expect to bring out 
in their investigation: 

1. That Rockefeller, who owns Stand- 
ard Oil, also owns a controlling in- 
terest in many of the railroads of the 
West and Southwest, being thus both 
shipper and common carrier. 

?. That various alleged independent oil 
companies in the West and Southwest 
are merely the Standard Oil under oth- 
er names. 

3. That the Standard was given lower 
rates than other oi] companies and that 
the railroads paid to the trust the dif- 
ference between the low rate it paid and 
the higher rate paid by its rivals. 

4. That these favors were obtained 
partly through the fact that Rockefeller 
owned the railroads as well as the 
freight and partly through favors shown 
railroad officials who have the power to 
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PRM DORR Tr rrr 
Many Witmesses Called. 

In all, 6 St. Louisans are wanted to 
testify at the hearing. Among these are 
offidials and clerks of the Frisco, ive 
Burlington, the Missouri Pacific, the 
Wabash and the Chicago, Peoria & St. 
Louis railroads. 

Subpenas have have been served on 
A. J. Davidson, president of the Frisco; 
Charles F. Clarke, vice-president of the 
Missouri Pacific, and Charlies A. How, 
purchasing agent of the Wabash. 

Many, it is said, particularly among 
the former employes of the oil com- 
panies, have not been found because 
they have gone into other lines of busi- 
ness. 

A former member of the executive 
traffic department of the Standard Oil, 
who had charge of much of its busi- 
ness in the West, and expects to be called 
to testify, says the Government will 
easily prove all its allegations by the 
witnesses it has called. 

“Most of the things that have been 


written of the traffic privileges of the} 


Standard Oil are familiar facts to the 
ratiroad officials who have been called,”’ 
said he Tuesday. ‘‘There'll be a big ex- 
posure: and some scandal, and then 
everything will be over.

PUEBLO, Colo., May 8.—Deputy sher- 
iffs today fired into a crowd of riotous 
strikers at the Pueblo Smelter. Mike Mer- 
ino, an Italian, was killed and two 
other strikers were seriously wounded. 
Two deputies were previously badly 
beaten in an effort to disarm the strik- 
ers. The deputies are still on guard at 
the smelter, but ne further trouble is 
expected. 

That trouble arose over the inaugura- 
tion of an eight-hour day. The men de- 
manded the same pay for eight hours 
as formerly was paid for 10 hours. One 
hundred strikers gathered at the works 
and endeavored to keep strike breakers 
from entering. Several riots~- were in 
progress when the deputies arrived, 

There were many women in the crowd 
and when the Sheriff ordered it to dis- 
perse the women attacked them and 
someone fired a shot. Immediately the 
deputies fired a volley, killing one man 
and wounding two others. The strikers

Mrs, Gralnyk Followed Spouse 
From England to East 
St. Louis. 


A story of marital unhappiness that 
has its shifting scenes laid in ®tussia, 


England and the United States, and in- 
volves the following of a husband by his 
wife half across the world. was revealed 
in East St. Louis Tuesday. Mrs. Jessie 


Gralnyk then made application for a 
warrant charging Israel Gralnyk with 
wife abandonment and she was also 
served with papers in her husband's suit 
for divorce. 

According to the 18-year-old wife's 
story she married her 22-year-old hus- 
band in Zaslaza, Russia, June 8, 1904. 
A short time afterward they went to 
England where he left her within a few 
days, saying that he would seek his 
ortune in America and send for her. 
The letters which she received from him 
for several months after his departure 
did not reassure her, and finally she fol- 
lowed him to Boston, where she learned 
that he had obtained employment 
in Lynn, the great Massachusetts 
shoe manufacturing center. 

She found her husband in Lynn, Mrs. 
Grainyk says, but on Jan. 2, 1905, he 
again deserted her. Some time later 
she heard that he had gone to East 
St. Louis, and borrowing money from 
a friend, she came on to 8t. Louis with 
her baby, now 14 months old. From 
here she went across the river and 
again found her husband, who returned 
with her last Sunday evening to a room 
which she had engaged. 

The next morning he again deserted 
her, but she followed him to Kast St. 
Louis and again found him. There, on 
Monday night, they became engaged in 
a controversy on the street and were 
arrested and taken to the police station, 
but were immediately released. 

Once more on the streets together the 
husband and wife renewed their quarrel 
and were arrested the second time and 
for the second time released. Tuesday 
morning young Mrs. Gralnyk appeared 
in the office of Assistant State's Attor- 
ney Baxter and applied for a warrant 
charging Gralnyk with wife abandon- 
ment. 

Even as she was preferring this 
charge, Deputy Sheriff Cashel entered 
the office and served Mrs. Gralnyk with

Daughter of Julius Lehmann 
Has Worked Hard to Get 
Petition Signed. 
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All the Jurors, Two Judges and 
Commissioner Maroney Ask 
for Commutation. 


Miss Lulu Lehmann, daughter of 
Julius Lehmann, one of the convicted 
St. Louis boodlers, returned from Jeffer- 
son City Tuesday sce taeda by 
a three-minute conversation with Gov. 
Folk, in which she presented a petition 
for commutation of her father’s seven- 
year sentence, signed by A. C. Ma- 
roney, Judges Bishop and Ryan, and 
all the jurors who tried the case. 

Gov. Folk told Miss Lehmann he would 
take the case under advisement and 
act on it in a few days. He told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter at Jefferson City that 
he had reached no decision in regard 
to it. 

Lehmann received the longest sentence 
of all the convicted boodlers. The next 
longest was that ef Henry Faulkner, 
whose time expires early in 1907. It is 
said that Gov. Folk contemplates com- 
muting Lehmann’'s sentence to expire 
with Faulkner's. 

Miss Lehmann helieves.that_.Muas,Leh- 
matin will be restored to sanity if her 
husband is pardoned. 

Mrs. Lehmann lost her mind following 
the trial and conviction of her husband 
on charges of bribery and perjury in 
connection with the Suburban and light- 
ing deals. She is now a patient in the 
St. Vincent Institute for the Insane at 
Normandy. 


Miss Lehmann is a stenographer in 
the office of Assistant Health Commiis- 
sioner Francis. She is of pronounced 
brunette type, with thick wavy hair and 
earnest dark eyes. 

“My mother is insane,’ she said Tues- 
day to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

“The physicians who are treating her 
say she lost her reason on account of 
father’s trouble, and the only hope they 
hold out of restoring it lies in his par- 
don. 

To Hestore Mother’s Reason. 


“That's my chief reason for making 
an effort to get his sentence commuted. 
There are other reasons strong enough. 
My father was sentenced to seven years. 
One other Delegate was sentenced to six 
years, but al! the others got two and 
three years. Four have already been 
released, and father has already served 
longer than anyone else. 

“I have been working on the petition 


more than a vear. Many difficulties 
had to be overcome. Three of the jurors

In response to questions from Attor- 
ney Grant, representing certain credi- 
tors of the firm, in reference to a loan 
of $100,000 secured from the First Na- 
tional Bank of Philadelphia, Tennent 
said that he could not remember details 
without consulting his books and pri- 
vate papers which were left at the snoe 
company's offices following his resigna- 
tion as president of the company. 

“Your memory is rather poor?’ 
marked Mr. Grant, dryly. 

With considerable feeling, Tennent an- 
swered: ‘I presume it is. If others 
head been through what I have been in 
the past four months, they probably 
wouldn't have any memory at all.”

» Mr. Tennent gave his testimony in a 
clear, calm tone of voice. 

He said that in December, 1903, the 
Tennent Shoe Co. was organized with 
an aggregate capital of $800,000, Of this 
amount $300,000 was preferred and $500,- 
000 common stock, 

An agreement was made with the 
brokerage firm of Little & Hays, where- 
by the latter were to receive a commis- 
sion of 10 per cent on the sale of the 


preferred stock. 
This agreement continued for WD days. 


Subsequently, in January, 1905, a second! 


arrangement was entered into, by which 
Little & Hays were given an option on 
300 shares of preferred stock at the rate 
of $8 per share. 

The brokers undertook to sell this 
stock according to contract with the 
Tennent Shoe Co., provided preferred 
stock held by ‘‘Jack’’ Tennent, son of 
the president of the firm; J. H. Jones, 
a bookkeeper, and E. A. Quesnel was 
not placed on the market. 

“f disposed of only $25.000 worth of 
the preferred stock myself,’ said Mr. 
Tennent. ““The money derived fror: the 
sale of this stock was deposited if the 
treasury of the company. It was put 
on the cash books of the company by 
«of Jones. The books will show all 
this.” 

Attorney Grant interposed with the 
comment that “unfortunately, the books 
of the company failed to show the true 
condition of its affairs.” 

Mr. Tennent, replying further to ques- 
tions ‘from Mr. Grant. said that he went 
to Philadelphia in 19% and bhorrowea 
$100,000 from the First National Bank of 
that city. 

The loan was secured by notes of the 
company. Sometime afterward an offi- 
cial of the First National Bank called 
at the Tennent Shoe Co.'s offices here 
and insisted that President Tennent fur- 
nish more collateral. 

Mr. Tennent responded by turning 
ever to the bank a number of country 
accounts, the value 
unable to estimate.

ST. PETERSBURG, May 8.—The 
breaking up by the police last night of 
a meeting of members of both branches 
of Parliament at, the Hall of the Econo- 
mical Society threatens to produce a 
conflict between the ‘Government and 
Parliament at the very outset of the 
session of Parliament. 

The meeting had just begun when, 
without any warning, the building was 
surrounded by the Ismailovsky Guard 
regiment and a detachment of cavairy 
and a hundred policemen marched into 
the hall where Count Heyden, a mar- 
shal of the nobility and a member of 
Parliament for St. Petersburg was pre- 
siding, and ordered the meeting to dis- 
perse, under instructions from the Chief 
of Police. 

In spite of vigorous protests that the 
meeting was entirely legal under the 
regulations governing the society, the 
police captain who was in charge of 
the police and troops was inexorable, 
and the members of the parliament were 
compelled to yield to force and left the 
hall after drawing up a formal protest 
which was signed by members of 
Parliament. 

M. Roditcheff, a member of Parlia- 
ment for St. Petersburg, hurried after 
midnight to the hall where the Constitu- 
tional Democrats were holding their 
convention, and announced to the mem- 
bers there assembled the action taken 
by the police. An indescribable scene of 
fury followed, after which Roditcheff, in 
an impressive speech which was cheered 
to the echo declared that Government's 
appeal for confidence had again been 
false and that the people must rely on 
themselves. 

It was decided that 
things after the assembling 
ment shall be a demand for 
missal of the Chief of Police. 


In addition to this incident the local 
authorities inflamed the working c!asses 
vesterday by- ordering many of the 
jeaders of the workmen to leave the 
city. They were not even given time 
to remove their families. 

The matter was brought to the atten- 
tion of a meeting of 122 peasant work- 
men members of Parliament, who de- 
nounced it as an attempt on the part of 
the Government to bring about a strike 
on the eve of the assembling of Parlia- 
ment. for the purpose of provoking a 
struggle and under cover of the disor- 
der to dissolve Parliament. sNeverthe-

DEATH TO TWO

For the past 
three years he has been a policeman 
in Peirce City. Griffith was sentenced 
to the Missouri Penitentiary from 
Nodaway County in 1879 to serve 10 
years for robbery. He was pardoned 
in 1883 by Gov. Crittenden, but he had 
never had his citizenship restored.

SCIENTISTS. SEEK 
MAGIC MIRROR 


Strange Looking-Glass Said to 
Picture Events Before | 
They Occur, 


OWNED BY RICH WOMAN 








Reputable Persons in Washing- 
ton, D. C., Testify to 
Mirror’s Feats. 


By Wire From the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, May 8.—There is a 
magic mirror here that a number of 
psychological societies in the United 
States have been trying to buy. The 
mirror is supposed to have come origi- 
nally from the temple of Aloradmalora 
in the Himalaya Mountains, where a 
monastery of ascetic monks devoted 
their time to the development of sychic 
powers. It is oolong in shape, about 
a foot and a half in length and a foot 
in width. 
When first taken up it appears to be 
perfectly opaque, but it is really com- 
posed. of two parts—first a black, wood- 
en frame about three inches wide and 
within highly polished glass, which is 
perfectly black. This color is given it 
by having the back thickly painted with 
asphaltum, 
The mirror was originally owned by 
Dr. Leroy Taylor, who was one of the 
richest men in the city. He got it from 
a wealthy woman who had spent much 
of her life tn foreign travel. Dr. Taylor 
was a student of the occult, and made 
extensive researches in psychology. His 
library, now owned by the Scottish Rite 
Temple, is one of the most valuable in 
existence. Dr. Tavlor, just before his 
death, gave the mirror to a Mrs. Gor- 
don, who lives in Tenth street, between 
M and WN streets. It is from her that 
the psychological societies have been 
trying to purchase the glass. 
Prophecies in Visions. 


A person who wishes to consult the 
mirror goes into a room by himself 
and holds it in his lap at an angle 
which meets the eye without causing 
a reflection on the polished surface. 
It is claimed that if the user possess- 
es any psychic power there will ap- 
pear on it a flimy white cloud, which 
will pass across and disappear in the

This is 
also true of the provincial officials. 
These people have done remarkably well 
in administering their local govern- 
ments. Now we are preparing to per- 
mit them to have something to say 
regarding the administration of the cen- 
tral government. 

“A census has been taken, and what 
will correspond to our House of Repre- 
sentatives will be elected in a _ few 
months.

could not be accounted for. 

The Gedge shop sold antique doors. 
The idea of its establishment is said to 
nave originated with Khodes and he 
was a large stockholder in the enter- 
prise. He ended his life some months 
ago by taking cyanide of potassium. 

The petition in bankruptcy alleges that 
the Gedge shop, while insoivent and with- 
in the last four months, transferred cer- 
tain property to varied creditors, thereby 
giving them a peference over other 
creditors.

There is not one flat in 
all St. Louis that is not particularly suited for mushroom beds, especially so 
far as the sleeping apartments therein are concerned. All are dark, most are

Think of the delicacy of the satire in handing your noisy neighbors a lemon, 
said lemon grown in one’s own flat! Should you desire to raise savory herbs 
and flowers as well, the parlor mantel will be found the best adapted to raise 
thyme and four-o'clocks.

The Chancellor's warm proclamation 
may well be entitled “Anarchism in 
the White House," and will take a place 
with an address of his in which he eu- 
logized John D. Archbold of the Stand- 
ard Oil, patron of Syracuse Univer- 
sity, and heatedly declared that the 
term “tainted money” was all ‘‘tommy- 
rot; that he would take for the uni- 
versity all of the so-called tainted

In his statement the Chancellor said, 
in part:
